United States. On being sent to Russia 
in 1809, as Minister Plenipotentiary, he 
was one of the principal Commissioners in 
the Treaty of Ghent. In 1815 he was ap¬ 
pointed minister to the Courtof St. James. 
Under Monroe’s administration he was 
Secretary of State, and for eight years 
he so discharged the duties of office as 
to receive, the approbation of the whole

a permanent treaty with Spain. On the 
4th of March, 1825, John Quincy Adams 
was inaugurated President. He served 
but one term. His political labors ended 
only when his soul departed from his 
body. He was elected to Congress after 
serving his presidential term; was strick¬ 
en down in the House of Representa¬ 
tives on the 21st of Feb., 1848, and died 
two days afterwards. He was a man of 
vigorous constitution, which enabled him 
to discharge the duties of office with en- 
oi’gy. Being engaged in diplomatic duties 
from his youth, gave him a thorough 


where we had planted our very small 
grain of mustard seed, and began to hold 
our services in the lecture room of the 
nqw building of the Historical Society at 
the S. E. corner of Second avenue and 
Eleventh street.

ture of faith, provided $1,000 could be 
made up in subscription among iny 
friends.

Church of His dear Son. This change 
produced important results. During the 
Winter and Spring of 1858 and 1859, 
the parish decidedly increased in num¬ 
bers and strength. I was able to hold a 
service for tlie deaf mutes of Philadel¬ 
phia, one for those of Baltimore, and one 
for those of Washington. This was the 
first of out-growing mission work among 
deaf mutes. In the Spring of 1859, we 
heard that this property, which we now 
occupy, was for sale. Allow me, in pass¬ 
ing, to place on record its singular his¬ 
tory. This building in which we are 
assembled, was originally erected as 
Christ Church, in 1852 and 1853, under 
the rectorship of Rev. Dr. Halsey. - The 
Rectory was added several years after¬ 
wards under the Rev. Mr. Wiley. •After 
the congregation had left the old church 
in Anthony street, they worshipped for 
a while in the larger chapel of the Uni¬ 
versity, while this building was in pro¬ 
cess of construction. By a singular co¬ 
incidence, we at the same time were 
worshipping directly under them in the 
small chapel. Little did we think that 
they were building for us. In the Spring 
of 1858, Christ Church, under Rev. Mr. 
Wiley, exchanged property with the Bap¬ 
tist congregation worshipping at the S. 
E. corner of Fifth avenue and Thirty-fifth 
street. The Baptists remained here one 
year, and then sold to us the church, 
rectory, four tots and the organ and 
church fixtures for $70,000. This pur¬ 
chase was consummated in July, 1859, 
and our services commenced on the first 
Sunday in August. We , soon sold our 
Twenty-sixth afreet tots for $18,000 to 
Mr. John De Wolfe, tho devout and 
generous layman, whose recent death has 
touched the heart of the whole Church 
in this country. He bought them 
as an act of good-will towards us, and he 
should ever be remembered as one of our 
best friends.. With this sum of $18,000 
and $2,000 in cash subscriptions,- we 
made our first payment of $20,000 on 
our property, leaving us with a bond and 
mortgage of $50,000 at seven per cent, 
interest. Single-handed, the weight would 
have undoubtedly crushed us. But with 
faith in God’s blessing we relied upon 
three different grounds for appeal to our 
brethren of other parishes and to the 
community at large. We askod some 
for help, because wa had brought back

Albany people are moving in the mat¬ 
ter of making their city one oi the three 
permanent places for holding the State 
fair.

G oorge Palmer Putnam, the well-known 
p ublisher of New York, died suddenly on 
Friday afternoon, at about 5 o’clock. His 
funeral took place on Monday. 

The weather is Baid to .be the coldest 
ever known in the North-west. The 
thermometer at St. Paul, Minnesota, 
marks 30° below zero. 

There liave been heavy snow storms in 
Utah. There was a snow slide at Alta, 
Little Cottonwood, by which the build¬ 
ings of the Emma mine were carried 
away. Two men were severely cut mid 
bruised, and two others were taken down 
by the slide, but wfcrj not seriously hurt. 

The Central Tabernacle, Doctor Tall- 
mage’s church, Brooklyn, was totally de- 
stroyed by fire on Sunday morning. 

The New York Herald states that the 
stock-holders of the Union Pacific railroad 
liave asked Horace E. Clarke, president 
of the road, to commence a suit against 
Oakes Amesjto recover $18,000,000 paid 
the Credit Mobilier. 

The last outstanding bond of the loan 
of March 31, 1848, amounting to $5,500 
was paid at the United States Treasury 
on Saturday.

WASHINGTON. 

The Postmaster-general has decided 
that all postmasters are liable to the 
government for the value of all registered 
letters lost in their offices. 

The President has approved the act 
authorizing the Secretary of the Navy 
to transport in a Government vessel, free 
of duty, a monument designed by admir¬ 
al Porter, to be erected in the grounds of 
' the Naval Academy, in memory of the 
officers, seamen, and marines of the navy 
who fell in defense of the Union. 

The House committe on Territories has 
agreed to the bill increasing the salaries 
of governors of Territories from $3,000 
to $3,500 annually; of secretaries from 
$2,000 to $2,500, and limiting the annu¬ 
al session of Territorial Legislatures to 
40 days. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has de¬ 
cided that as a temporary measure na¬ 
tional banks situated without the limits 
of the government contract with Adams 
Express Company may forward all cur¬ 
rency by express, at the expense of the 
department, on the same terms as if situ-

In the Senate, on Thursday, the bill 
allowing women in the Territories to vote 
and hold office was reported adversely 
from the judicary committee and placed 
on the calendar.

The bill was reported to the House 
with an amendment forbidding the Board 
of Public Works of the District of Col¬ 
umbia from inclining any indebtedness 
for the United States beyond the amount 
appropriated by Congress, and passed— 
ayes 109, noes 45. The bill appropriating 
$100,000 for representation at the Vienna j 
exposition was passed. <

System will do as mucli in tills very 
simple blit important part of housework 
as in any other. We know of people 
who make dish-washing one of the hard¬ 
est tasks to be performed, and since it has 
to be repeated in most households three 
times in a day, if there is any royal road 
iu this direction we may os well walk 
therein. We would recommend t the fol¬ 
lowing as tho best plan known to us, 
though we do not claim it as original:— 
The first necessity is a large dish pan, 
not shallow, but high and roomy, with 
handles, such as may be found in any 
hardware. The next are clean soap and 
plenty of soft water. Scrape the dishes 
clean and put all you can into the pan at 
once, saucers, cups and silver on the top. 
Then lay on the soap and pour on the 
water until tho pan is full. Of course it 
should not slop over as you work. It 
may bo possible that very hot water will 
sometimes oraok the glazing on the dish¬ 
es, but we have discovered no such ill 
effects, though we have given the method 
a thorough trial, and we have known 
pieces that hail been washed and rinsed 
as clean as possible in hard water, and 
grown to look grimy and unfit to be used, 
to brighten and whiten wonderfully un¬ 
der this treatment.

.we recommend a swab 
with a flat handle, broader where the 
cloth is to go on, and with holes bored 
through so that it may be fastened se¬ 
curely. Tho handle should be every¬ 
where smooth and have no angles to hurt 
tlm hand. 

Irirst wash the glass, which of course 
you have left out of the pan, and 
wipe immediately on a diy soft linen 
cloth. The theory, which wo hope is 
worn out, that any rag of sufficient size 
will do for a dish towel, is a very poor 
one. Next wash and wipe the silvor; 
that in daily use, cleaned iu this manner, 
will need little other polishing. Some 
good housekeepers say wipe every dish 
tis soon as it is washed, do not let it go 
from the hand, but wo see no objection 
to letting earthen ware drain. It is cer- 
t.iinl^ more expeditions, require fewer 
towels, and wo cannot soo why the result 
is not satisfactory. Tin ware should not 
draiiL We would not rinse for the rea¬ 
son that it is more work and nothing 
seems to bo gained by it. Possibly it 
may be necessary towards the last, if 
the number of dishes is very great, but 
not ordinarily. Where so much water is 
used with sufficient soap, it does not get 
cold and foul. If it has many crumbs 
tho dishes have not been scraped as they 1 
should be. If the pan will mo t hold all 
at once, those left out should be put in as 
fast as there is room.
